Jl is also 
alleged that Spaiii'.^i determina- 
tion lo jirosecule the war is 
beginning to persuade them of 
the impossibility of triumiihing by 
force of arms, the ferocity and dicta- 
torial tendencies of Maceo have come as 
a revelation to the whites of what the 
future of Cuba would be under self gov- 
ernment, and the prospect of aid from 
the United .Slates begins to be despair- 
ed of. This is the senii-oflicial Spanish 
view of the situation. There is good 
grounds for believing Unit iireliminary 
conferences for necotiationa are actually 
in progress between influential white in- 
surgents and the Spatiish authorities. 
They may fail at jiresenl, but the gov- 
ernment seenia absolutely conlitlent tbsit 
the insurgents will come to terms with 
Spain at no very distant date.

Numerous persons and members of the 
House of Commons have formed a£outh 
African Association for the purpose of 
offering support to Mr. Chamberlain's 
South African plans. 

I'uuToni.i, April 28. — President Krn- 
ger's reply to Mr. Chamberlain is a 
diplomatic nuislerjiieco. He nays that 
the Tninsvaal government objects lo tlie 
discnsHion of reforms on the ground that 
Kngland admilt-edly canuot interfere 
with internal affairs. Al the same time 
private atiggestiona from the British 
government will iilways receive con- 
sideration. If the revision of the Lon- 
don convention and the supereeding of 
it by a trtiaty of amity and caninierce 
containing a most favored nation clause 
cannot be discussed unJeaa the alleged 
grievances of the Uitlanders are also dis- 
cussed, the Transvaal government pre- 
fers to leave matters.in statu quo and 
wilt limit its demands to an indemnity 
for the Jameson raid. ■

London, April 28. — The Times haa a 
despatch from Buluwayo, dtited Mon- 
day, which says that a small band of 
Matabeles attacked the coolie garden 
outside the town, killing live coolies. 
The Times correspondent asserts that 
the Matabeles are retiring towards the 
hills and declare that they have had 
enough of lighting. jMaiiy of their 
wounded are said to bo dying. The 
health of the town of Buluwayo is ex- 
cellent, and water ia plentiful. 

Capetown, April 28. — Word hps been 
received from Buluwayo that the Salis- 
bury relief column which is on its way 
lo liuluwayo with Cecil Rhodes, laager- 
ed safely on Tuesday afternoon on the 
Sebakwee river, just over the IMatobele- 
land border. Thej' expect to reach 
Ciwello in ten days. This is good news 
for ISulinvavo and has inspired the be- 
leagured inhabitants. It was several days 
since this relief column and Cecil 
Rhodes had been beard I'roiii, and in 
view of the condition of the country 
much apprehension was beginning to be 
fell for their safety. The burgliera at 
Enkerdorn did not join the column 
owing to Captain Ueale's refusal to allow 
them to form a separate command un- 
der their own commandant. 

F. I, Selous and Mr. Dawson are en- 
gaged in building forts designed to pro- 
tect the roads running southward to 
Maiigwe and Mafeking. This is made 
necessary by the constant encroach- 
ments of the 3!atabelea on ixisitions to 
the southward of the town. The occa- 
sional attacks which Inive been made 
upon their lines, while they have re- 
sulted in the wholesah; slaugbter of na- 
tives haveappareiitly madeno impression 
on their spirits. They have not been 
driven from their jiositions, and it is felt 
certain that if they were to secure posi- 
tiona commanding the Mangwo road it 
would be almost impossible to dislodge 
them. Their acquirenienls in the mak- 
ing of entrenchinenta and breastworks 
would stand them in good stead in cut- 
ting off communication between Bulu- 
wayo and the South. 

The Matabele to the west of the town 
have been heavily reinforced from the 
southeast, a region which has been re- 
garded as friendly. It has been k^iirned 
in Buluwayo thai the native god Mlimo 
has promised the Matabele (tbiough 
what medium is not known) that all the 
horses in Buluwayo v.'ill be killed to- 
night. A Matabele spy has been 
caught attempting lo enter the laager. 
It is supposed that hie intention was to 
liametring the horses in accordance 
with Mlimo's promise.

liugli Joliii Macdonald will be here 
about () o'clock to-morrow morning', the 
Winnipeg train being about thirteen 
hours late. It is aaid to he definitely 
settled that he is to be minister of the 
interior. Whether this means Mr. Daly's 
stepping out altogether or being given a 
new department has not transpired. 
The hope ia generally expresaed in Ot- 
tawa that Mr. Daly will not leave Fed- 
eral politics. In the paat five years he 
has governed the three departments of 
which he lias had charge remarkably 
well, and demonstrated his capacity as 
a minister. If a place in the cabinet is 
not found for him, he will doubllesa re- 
ceive a judgeship. The general opinion 
ia that Mr. Daly will take a seat in the 
Court of Queen" Bench of Manitoba, 
and that .fudge Killam will succeed 
Judge G wynn of the SuiiremeCourthere.

CLOSURE RUld': WANTED. 

Consequences of the Unnecesaary Waste of 
Time Caused by tlie Opposition Ob- 
structionists at Ottawa. 

(From the M lutroiil Cinzetto.) 

One of I he duties of the new House of 
Commons will be to consider a change 
in the rules that will prevent such a 
state ot affairs as has characterized the 
greater pari of the present session. 
lOither tli(^ .Speaker or the majority of 
the House must be given the power to 
declare when debate ceases and obstruc- 
tion begins, or provision must be made 
for taking a vote on any important ques- 
tion at a tixed time. There is in the 
rules of the British parliament prece- 
dent for luliipting either of these ways 
of making business tirogress iiosaible. 

There is in the record of what has 
transpired in the Canadian parliament 
since the present session began as ample 
justi lication for a closure rule as ever 
the Irish Home Rulers gave in the lin- 
jierial House of Commons. So ])olitical 
liarty has ii right for purely partizaii end.s 
to make the transaction of business in 
parliament impossilde. This, however, 
IS what tlie Liberal opposition has done 
durim: almost the whole of the past four 
months. Tin; work was undertaken 
with deliberate intent. Not only public 
but individual business interests have 
been pncriflced. There are many pri- 
vate bills affecting considerable enter- 
prises that have been lost, and their 
Iiromoters will be put to the trouble and 
expense of re-introducing and defending 
them next session. That is unjustifiable 
Private concerns in the way of legisla- 
tion may, at times, be legitimately set 
aside. 

Parliament's first duty is to the 
public. But the ex])eclation of making 
a few votes by blocking progress is not a 
public justilication, and that is all that 
was betiind the Liberal polii-y of .ib- 
struction. Very serious public; interests 
have also been jeopardized. The esti- 
mates have not been adopted. The 
supply bill cannot be passed. There 
will, after the 1st of July, be no money 
to carry on the public services. An- 
other sessipn of parliament mudt be held 
immediately after the elections, at a 
cost to the country of $400,000 or ifnOO,- 
liOO. All this inconvenience, all the un- 
necessary waste of time, all the expense, 
is directly due to the minority of parlia- 
ment, which wilfullv resolveil on its 
coursi! for |iun'ly partisan motives, and 
which the present rules of the House of 
Commons were not suflicient to ciieck. 

Every business man, iiiKide and out- 
side of Parliament, wlio is (jpposed to 
such wasteful, sidlisb and wicked ob- 
struction, must approve of a change in 
t he procedure rules that, while allowing 
the fullest dis;;ussioii of every phase of 
every measure submitted to Parliament, 
will enable the majority to do the work 
the people entrusted it with, that of ad- 
ministering tlie public affairs of the 
countrv.

Sir Leoiuinl Tilluy is one of tlie 
Fiithfrri of Confeiloration. lie wiis ii 
member of tlie (.iuebec conlerence and 
took an active and an iniiaential part 
in the deliberations whicli preceded the 
coiiteiloration of the provinces of British 
North America, lie was also a member 
of Sir Jolui A. Macdonatd's goveriinmnt 
in 1>S70 wliun Manitolia was adiuitted in- 
to thf CO [>fedt; racy. lit; is, hesidea, one of 
tho luoHt liij^ldy respected of tlie public 
men of the Dominion. It is many years 
now since he retired from the political 
arena. He takes no part in 
the political contests of the day, and lie 
has no object whatever except the pro- 
motion of peace and haruioiij' in the 
Dominion in taliiiij; one side orlhcotiier 
in tile Manitoba school controversy. 
What he desires is that the terms of 
Confederation be carried out in the 
Btriutest good faith. It is from this 
point of view, as is natural in one of tlio 
fraiiun-.s ol tlio constitutiuii of (lie Oo- 
niininii, that lie le^'urds tlu^ Manitoba 
school (juealion. Witli tlie view of ob- 
taining from the venerable statesman 
what are his views with regard to the 
original compact with Manitoba a 
representative of the St. John Sun 
waited upon Sir I^oonard Tilley a few 
days a^o, with the followiii!,' result: 

" Would you consent to iiuiko a .state- 
ment based on your own recollection of 
the Compact with IMaiiitoba as it bears 
on the school (luestiou? " Sir Leonard 
was naked. 

'' I luive no objection to that,'" he re- 
plied, ■' tlioiigli uB I liave notqualilied 
uiy-ieli for discussing the measure now 
before parliament, I wonld prefer to 
leave to others the discassioa of the de- 
tails of the remedial bill." 

" In my opinion," Sir Leonard added. 
" we must, in order to consider 
the ([uestioii fairly, go back to 
the lime of the union of the 
other provinces in 1S07. The subject of 
the privilet'os of the minoriliea in re- 
spect to schools was first dealt witli by 
tliu (.Juehec and f^ondon conferences, and 
tin; arranjienient with Manitoba was 
clearly understood ,to be on tlie same 
lines." 

" Well, as you were a member of the 
Quebec and London conferences, sup- 
])ose we bej,'iu witli them. 

'' At Quebec, when we were deciding 
which jsuhjects should be assigned to tiie 
local legislatures and which should be 
left witD the general parliament, it was 
proposed that education be given to the 
provinces. Then the question arose at 
once about protection to the religious 
minorities in Upper and Lower Canada. 

" In the old province of Canada, 
which included Ontario and liuehe{-, 
protection was afforded by the fact 
that the minority in one i)art was the 
ninjority in the other, and any disposi- 
tion to (1(1 injustice in one section was 
thus held in cliei:k. liut it wm.s fell, that

" L'niiuestioiiably 1 do. Tlierc is no 
iloubt about it. I believe that when the 
measure was before parliament a pro- 
position was made to strike the clause 
out. It was then held by the govern- 
ment that the terms of the bill were an 
agreement between the Manitoba dele- 
gates and the government, which would 
not be binding on .Manitoba unless rati- 
fied without change. The proposed 
amendment did not receive strong sup- 
liort and the ternia were adopted 
as inepared. Sir Donald Smith 
went out to I'ort Garry as a 
conimissioner of our government 
and had a great deal to do with the ar- 
rangements for the conference between 
the Manitoba delegates and the f^overn- 
ment. You will see by the ntatement 
made by him the other ilay in parlia- 
ment that he stroiii;ly supports what I 
have said us to the .-olenui contract we 
made at that time." 

" As to the present issue on the school 
question would vou be willing to make a 
statement of yonr view.sV" 

Sir Leonard observed that he liad not 
taken part in political discussion for 
eleven years and had no particular am- 
bition to do 80 now, but he had clear 
views as to the duty of the country in 
this matter and baw no reason for con- 
cealing them. 

"It appears t" nu^," he snid, "that 
there can be no ipiestion as to the 
rights secured to tlu' minority of Man- 
itoba by the constitution, ami since 
th(! highest court in the Lmpjre has 
declaretl that there is a grievance 1 can- 
not see why redress should be refused.

VICTORIA'S ENEMY. 

The Ottawa eorres])oinlent of the 
Tilontrual Gazette shows how that (uu led 
darliiij; of tlie ^'ictorill Grits, Mr. .Joseph 
llartiii, wantonly, out of a pure love of 
inisuhief-iiiaking anil mudtlling, inllicted 
a serious injury on a large proportion of 
tlie electors of the Victoria diBti'ict. The 
correspondent in his lettei- of the 2Ist 
says: 

The power of one disgruntled member 
under the present rules of the House to 
block business was exemplified this 
afternoon when, for two hours, the 
loijuucious Mr. Martin irefally obstruct- 
ed the second reading of the bill from 
the Senate for allording increased poll- 
ing facilities in the city of Victoria, 
B.C. The bill is an exceedingly simple 
one and any intelliuent ten-year-old 
boy would have understood it in live 
niiiutte.s, as it does not alter a 
nitigle name, and is merely in- 
tended to fucilitttle the voter in de- 
positing Ilia Ixillot. In one polling divi- 
sion there are over one thousand names 
on the list anil if all who are entitled lo 
vote tried to do so it woidd take eiuhl- 
een hours contiiniou.s voting at the rate 
of a vote a niiniUe to poll the whole 
vote, and some ol the voters have to 
travel eighteen miles to get to the one 
polling iilace. The bill simply divides 
up the voters alphabetically, so that the 
usual number of names will appear on 
the list for each polling subdivision. The 
bill ought to have passed its second 
reading in ten minutes, but Mr. ,loe 
Martin has a ptu-sonal spite iigainst Cul. 
Prior, who had charge of the bill, and 
for two hours he blocked the way, in or- 
der that he nii^ht iiitike impertinent re- 
marks about Col. Prior and the Govern- 
ment, for which he was freiiiiontly called 
to order. Mr. Martin has sonielimes 
been called a " parliamentary ruliian," 
and, from liia conduct to-day, it certain- 
ly looks as if he wished to show that he 
Had well earned the title. The bill fin- 
ally got its second reading. 

Mr. Martin knew well what he was 
doing, for it was at tlie polling place in 
this division, "The Willows," that he 
offered on election day to bet a consid- 
erable sum that the report, sjiecially 
concocted for the occasion, that iMr. 
Laurier had been called to Ottawa by 
the Governor (General to form a minis- 
try, was true. And he could not have 
been ignorant of the attempt made at the 
same place, in the early part of the saino 
day, to obstruct the voting. ",Joe" did 
not require Col. Prior oi- any one else to 
tell him that the polling division was 
vei-y badly laid out, and thtit the 
changes jtroposed by tiie bill 
which he obstructed so energetically 
were required for the converience of the 
•Sectors and for nothing else. The 
change, as he thoroughly understood, 
was the very opfiosite of a gei-rym;iiid(M-. 
It would be to the advantage of bidli 
parties. But "doe," most likely in- 
structed by the Grit " smart Alecs " of 
Victoria, who no doubt thought that by 
defeating Mr. Prior's attempt to make 
voting easy for the electors of the divi- 
sion — Liberal tis well as Conservative— 
they were iloin;; soniething wonderliilh' 
clever, kiipL up his obstructive gabble 
wholly regardless of the convenience of 
the electors of the district. The Grit 
obstructives were bound to do all the 
harm they possibly could to British Col- 
umbia, and to this city of Victoria in 
particular. 

LAURIER' S HOPES. 

The Winnipeg Nor'-Wester, speaking 
of the rejoicing of the Grits over the vic- 
tory they had gained by moans of their 
obstructive tactics, and of the hopes 
which that victory has raised in the 
breasts of Mr, Laurier and his associate 
obstructionists, says : 

Kven Manitoba will disappoint him 
notwithslandim; the supposed popuhir- 
itv of the opjiosition to the remedial bill 
in this province. Manitobans are inter- 
ested in other mutters beside the school 
question, and on these are inaccoid with 
the government. With Sir Olian. Tuiiper 
in the ministry, or at the heail of the gov- 
ernment, Manitobans know that " jjro- 



gresa",willbe the motto for the west, and 
th^t the building of railroads, opening 
of navigation and other projects 
whtch have long been talked of' will be- 
cov.e facts. They know what h>8 record 
is in these matters, and they will not 
throw away the certainties of develop- 
ment ill their country by defeating his 
goveniinent to grnlify i heir pi ejiulices 
on the sciiool (|Ueslioii. They know, loo, 
tliat it reipiires no great astuteness of 
iutelkct to understaiul that Mr. Laurier 
is ])le(lgeil to even greater lengths in the 
matter of remedial leL'islatiou than .Sir 
Charles, and that his objection to the 
present remedial bill was that it did not 
go far enough. They will prefer, there- 
fore, the lesser to the greater evil, and 
Sir Chas. Tupper's bill to any that JNIr. 
Ltiiirier will introduce, if his objection 
lo the b'!' vas an honest one. 

The readiness with which Mr. Hugh 
J. Macdonald has consented to be a can- 
didate for the representation of Winni-v 

peg in the Conservative interest does 
not bode well for the Kuccess of tlio 
Grits in Manitoba. It is well known 
that M r. Macdonald is very pojjular in 
Winiiipeg, and it is also known that 
though an exceedingly modest and un- 
pretentious man he is a shrewd politi- 
cian, and can gauge public opinion 
better than most of his contemporaries. 
When the people of Manitoba have to 
choose between an able, an oxjierieiiced, 
a juogressive and a praclii;al statesman 
like Sir Charles Tapper, and a mere un- 
tried theorist and maker of pretty 
speeciies like Mr. Laurier, it is 
not hard 'to predict which they will 
prefer, jirovided they do not suli'er 
their judgment to be clouded by un- 
reasoning bigots who do not care a but- 
ton about the welfare of the country 
if only their religious prejudices are 
flattered and their sectarian hatred for 
the moment gratified. Cool reflection 
will show them that even on the school 
question, the im|)ort2nce of which has 
been unduly magnified, Sir Charles 
Tupper is to be preferred to Mr. Laurier. 
Mr. f^tiurier has j)romised his com- 
patiiota and co-religionists, over and 
over again, to do his best to restore to 
the minority of Manitoba their separate 
schools. Sir Charles has from the first 
shown a disposition to deal with the 
school question reasonably and fairly, 
While he is very far from ignoring the 
just claims of the minority, he has 
evinced a readiness to agree to ;i reason 
able and a workable compromise. 

ANOTHER GRIT LIE NAILED. 

It appears that a reporter of the 
weekly Grit sheet of this city when in 
Ottawa represented Professor Eobertson, 

Agricultural and IDairy Commissioner, 
as speaking (.iisjiiiiagingly of llie way in 
which the British Columbia members of 
the Mouse of Coiiunons perform their 
duties. The Professor's attention being 
directed to the reporter's statements by 
the Hon. Col. Prior, he in the following 
letter oniphalically denied that he had 
ever useil the expressions attributed to 
him by the unlnithful reporter, or ever 
uttered wonis to luiyone that could 
bear such a eoiistruetion ; 

UTT.tWA, April li), l.S9ti. 
DiCAU Goi.oNiu, Piciuu : — I have your 
favor of this date, enclosing ti clippint; in 
which someone states that be gatiiered 
from .some remarks of mine that the 
members from British Columbia "have 
shown not the slightest desire to do 
their duty "in the matter of encour 
aging the dissemination of useful im- 
formation on agriculture throughout the 
province. 

I made no remarks to anyone which 
could bear such a construction or inter- 
pretation. If I had any criticism to 
I offer on the action of members of pari ia 
ment (which I have no inclinnlion for) 
1 it would be that, instead of neglecting 
I the work of the .\i.-.ri(;uUural and Dairy 
Comnii ;s\oner's brtmch, they take a 
great deal of mv time — in fact are con- 
tinually after me — making in(|uiries, 
oU'erimr suggestions, and gi\-ing iiifoi-ma- 
lion as to how best 1 and the experts in 
ijur service can serve the a'.rricultural 
and clairying interests of their constitu- 
ents.

ever. Their quarrel was taken- up by 
the people, particularly by the Sooialists, 
who demanded the abolitiua of the 
Senate.1 Matters became'taore and more 

uncomfortable for the Government, until 
at last they considered it their 
duty to resign. The President was 
urged to dissolve the Assembly, 
but he has not yet thought proper to 
take that step. EfTorts are being made 
to form a new ministry with M. Meline 
as Premier. This gentleman seems to 
be an ultra-radical, for we are told that 
he was a member of the Commune. The 
Socialists, who have much iidluence in 
the Chamber of Deputies, do not like 

lim and will, it is said, if he takes 
office, make it hot for him. Whatmakes 
the situation more perplexing to an out- 
sider is the fact that the Senate has 
voted the credits for Jladagascar which 
it refused to pass a few days before. 

On the whole, matters apjiear to be a 
good deal mixed in Fraiu'c, and it 
does not seem that its constitution 
is self-regulating like that of Great Brit- 
ain. The French are logical in politics 
and are proud of it. They think it de- 
grading, or at best undignified, to effect 

ompromises, as British politicians are 
almost certain to tlo when they get into 
a tannic. The consequence is that in 
France what in Great Britain would be 
considered trilling disagreebienta that 
would blow over after a squabble or two, 
end in thedefeat of the Governmentand 
the formation of a new ministry. The 
average life of a I'rtmidi ministry in these 
days is, we iiave heard, eighteen months. 
At any rate they all die young.

THE CRISfS IN FRANCE. 

The Constitution of the Hepublicof 
France does not seem to work well. The 

Chamber of Deputies tind the Senate 
have been for Sdiiie time at lugLrerlieiids. 
The SeiKiti? refused to vnte the appmpri- 
titious for .\l;i(lagasi"ir, which had passed 
ill tlu! Chamber of l)ei)Uties by a large 
majority. The Ministry being well sup- 
ported in the popular braneli of the 
Legisliitii re, refused to resign. Then the 
Senule passed a vote of want ni cuiili- 
ileiice in tlie Administration. The Ad- 
ministration sceiiied to think that ihey 
C')uld get along very well without the 
ctmlideiiee of the Senate. 

The situation became complii'ated on 
account of the disapproval with which 
Russia reg.irded the attitude of the 
French Government towards Great 
Britiun in the matter of the invasion of 
the Soudan. Uiissiti took exci'iition to a 
passage in the H|iee<'h of i\r. Berthelot, 
Minister of Foreign Atl'airs, that sound- 
ed very like a tiireat. Very little in- 
deed was said in the Chamber about the 
misunderstanding with Buesia. Men of 
all factions or groups were reticent on 
the subject for fear of endangering the 
alliance with Hussia, which is just now 
considered by Freiichnien of all 
parties a national necessity. However 
as a consequence of the liussian un- 
pleasantneaa, M, Berthelot found it 
necessary to resign his portfolio, which 
was taken by tlie Premier, M. Bourgeois. 

l!ut even after this change the poaititn 
of the Govern iiienl was unsettled. The 
breach biitween the .Senate ;ind the 
Chamber of Deputies wus as wide as

LATEST ALASKAN NEWS. 

Fatal Explosion at the Treadwell Mine— 
The Reported Loss of the " Lakme." 

The steamer Al-Ki wliich reached 
Port Towhsend Monday night briftgs the 
news that four tons of giant powder ex- 
ploded in the magazine property of the 
Treadwell Mining Company at 1 o'clock 
the morning of the Kith. As (^nly 
iiight Watchman William Oata was 
there, be alone was killed, A Juneau 
paper says : 

'A visit to the epoL in tlie morning as 
soon as it became light disclosed a hole 
in the ground twelve or lifteeii feet deep, 
lifteen feet wide and about twice as 
long. Tbe snow coveriiii; a apace forty 
acres in extent was strewn with Hinal'l 
bits of wood, not one |dece of which 
couid be found larger than one's finger. 
The awful force of the powder wiis 
shown by trees and slumps in tlie im- 
mediate vicinity being uprooted and 
tossed down hill. A huge bank of snow 
lying at the back of the house was 
slimed up tbe hill en masse a distance 
of several feet, and a stump three feet in 
diameter a short distance away was 
split in twain. 

"The most diligent search for particles 
of the renmins of the unfortunate man 
resulted iii the finding of one eye, a piece 
of tbe skull with skin and hair attached, 
the size of half a dollar, and a piece of 
skin about half as large as the palm of 
otie's hand. Other smaller jiarticles were 
found, but it was impossible to tell from 
U'liiit part of the body tliey came. 

" The ex])lo.sioii occurred on Douglas 
island, three miles across the liay from 
.luneau, and in the latter city many 
windows were broken bv the shock. 
Cata was from Grass Valley, Cal. Sev- 
eral tliinga connected with Ida death 
make it a particularly ead one. Until 
about three weeks ago he had been em- 
ployed in the Treadwell ])il. At that 
time be reieived word of the probable 
fatal illnesa of his father, and also of a 
brother having broken his leg. This 
weigheil on his mind, and he seemed to 
have a presentiment of impending dan- 
ner. . He was a young man between 25 
and liO, and was a member of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity. It is estimated that 
the damage to property will amount to 
$IO,lHK)." 

In connection with the reported foun- 
dering of the Bteamer Lakme with all on 
hoard, the Post- 1 utel I igeiicer says : " .\ 
rumor that the Lakme had sunk with 
all (Ui board was tossed from lip to lip 
lilst night, the details of a terrible wreck 
story growing and receiving tbe air of 
truth as each vivid iina<:iiiation added 
to the tale. Who the mi^cbievoiis per- 
Hiiiithat started the report could have 
been, and whether done in a spirit of 
jest iir malice, could not he ascertained. 
.\s cai li (due was traced ilown to noth- 
ingness the originator of the lie escaped 
like a will o' the wisp. In response 
lo the insistent (jueries of men and 
wouKui who ko|)t the telephone of the 
Post-liitelligencer riiiL'ing almost cmi- 
slant ly telegrams were sent lo Victoria 
and Port Townseiid, and from the latter 
place came assii ranees t hati tbe slory was 
a tulselinod. The steamer Al-Kij the 
only boat by which Rucli news could 
reach here, had touched there. Upon 
her arrival here at 'J o'clock this morn- 
ing i|uestious regarding Ibe Lakme were 
met with reassuring smiles. The pas- 
sengers had heard nothing oi any wreck. 
The Lakme is one of the stauncliesl sea 
boats on the Coast. This is not the first 
time rumors as to her condition liave 
been circulated by parties whose ulterior 
motive cannot be conjectured."

Oapetown, April L'8.— Tlio relief 'of 
Uuluwayo is the main point of interest. 
The besiegers have dniwii tiieir lines 
Blill closer to the town. The besiegers 
have been still further reinforced, while 
another large body of men was leaving 
Matoppo hills inordertoeffecta junction 
with the other bodioa of hostile nutivea, 
and HO uonipletely snrroiiiul the place 
from all sides, at the same time keejiin),' 
south of the fortified pasg which is the 
Icey to the situation in that direction. 
In addition a further atronj,' force of hos- 
tile natives lias gone in the direction of 
the route followed by the relief corps. 
Alxjut 600 men witli nine Maxim guns 
are advancing from Mafeking. Con- 
Bequently it is believed that there 
is severe work cut out for the 
advancing force, the advance guiird 
of which, it was hoped, would be 
able to reach Mangwe by about May 7. 

In the dispatches from Buluwayo yes- 
terday evening it was said that the Daw- 
son troop was starting for a fort situated 
six miles along the Taiti road, with the 
object of guarding the telcm-iipli line 
and keeping llie ruud clear Im- tin' rciiel 
corps on tlie way from King Khunia's 
conutiy by arrangeiiient wilh the hitler, 
wlio is piirtic:uhiiiy fiieiuily to the Urit- 
ish, having only rcft'iitly retiirneil from 
a visit to England, where he was treated 
with gruat distinction. Another dis- 
patch from iiuhuvayo says that the 
coach, liulen wilh arms and aninuini- 
tion, reached Uuluwayo yesterday from 
the south. Earl Grey, one of the lidniin- 
iatrators of the territory of the Briiiali 
South A trica Company, is expected to 
arrive at Buluwayo to-day with a strong 
escort of troopers. • 

The tactics of the Matabeles are retdly 
admirabla. When the uprising com- 
menced, only a few hundred hoaiiUa 
were reported to be in the field, and it 
■was annoiinced that the native polii'e 
would soon rerluce them to Kuhjectioii ; 
but the police deserted with all the anna 
and ainniunitioii they could lay tlieir 
hands on. The iinpia gatliered with 
wonderful rapidity in tlie Matoppo hills, 
which they evidently made their rally- 
ing point, and the siege of Buluwayo 
was commenced. Iiupi after impi moved 
northward and circled about liu^uwayo, 
where, seemingly directed by some skil- 
ful strategist, they took up positions in 
half circles about twelve miles 
from town. Steadily, slowly and 
surely tlie native regiments have been 
augmentetl, the half circles of hostilos 
increased until it became almost a com- 
plete circle, and, instead of being twelve 
miles from Buluwayo, oi ty about three j 
miles now separate the natives from ! 
their object. Each camping ground 
fortifications are abandoned, but fresli 
ones have lieen i)romptly erected at tiie 
hi'Bt position oin'iipji'il , and thus tlie 
lulv'ince and concentration of the Mala- 
bele army can now he traced liy a series 
of lines, rude entrenchments and lireast- { 
wfirks, making a must effective ambus- j 
cade under the circumstances. The [ 
band of a few hundred insurgents in the 
Jlatoppo hills reported in arms only 
about a month ago, has .swollen until 
fully 2,000 men are operating against 
Buluwayo alone, and some thirty thous- 
and hostites are under arms, together 
with the number inci^easing daily. 

Every hour draws the circle closer 
around Buluwayo, and every hour adds 
10 the conlidence and number of the 
Matabeles, wlio, since the news of the 
hiiiiiiliating defeat of Dr. .lanieson's 
raiders by the Boers, who have spread 
ami ina^iiiilied it into a conipU:te defeat 
of the British army by a hamlful of un- 
trained fiirniers, seem to have sunretne 
Confeinpl for the British. This feidiiig 
has not; been lessened by the fact that 
the three .sorkies made by the little gar- 
rison of Buluwayo resulteil in little more 
than a crushing back of the latter and 
the further advance of the Matabeles. 
The enemy has been kept plentifully 
and regularly supplied with cattle, and, 
it is believed, with ammunition for all 
the rifles in the possession of the natives. 
Tiiose supplies were sent out from the 
Matoppo hills, the Matabeles' head- 
(piarteri-:. It is said that over 50,000 
liead of cattle have been gathered in by 
the hosiilea from dilFerent directions, 
the hills tlienisclves, it is said, be- 
ing fortilicd by the insurgent forres 
holding thiMii HO that, sliDuld 
Biiluway(j he relii^ved and theliritish hi' 
able to n'sniiie the ul'feiisive, the natives 
will have a stninghold to tall back upon, 
and there make along stand against liii.' 
Cliartered Company's forces. If Ibis is 
correct, and there seems ikj reason to 
doubt it, the Piritisli will not see tlie end 
of the Mauihele war for many months to 
come, and much blood will be shed on 
both sides before order is finally re- 
Stored. But the Matabeles may be able 
to hold out or harass tlie British until 
the great struggle commences in South | 
Africa. Xo one can predict the eventual i 
ontconii'. The lioers dream of a United i 
States lit Sonlh Africa, and they are ; 
bold eiKiiigh to say that the realization [ 
of this dn-aiii is among the possibilities' 
of the near future. 

It is now announced that Ilekombi, 
one of h(_)bengula's leading child's, was j 
among the killed during the lighting i 
about the Umbiiza river, which fidlowed i 
the second sortie liy the British, when! 
about live hundred natives were slain, j 
Late hist evening it was reported that 1 
there bad been further severe fighting 
about Buluwayo and that the Matabeles 
had been defeated with great loss, but 
the belief is expressed that possibly the 
report was an echo of the recent light- 
ing. 

The work of arming and fortifying in 
the Transvaal, and also to some degree 
in the Orange I''ree State, is going stead- 
ily on, and the slow but sure policy of 
President Kriiger, said to be dictated 
from Berlin, is being pursued relentless- 
ly niglit and day. Tho Jioers already 
have a small army under arms, 
well supplied with rapid-lirisig giiiiH 
and aunnunition, m the vicinity of 
Ijichtenburg, where it is reported a for- 
tllied camp is being cons'.mcted. This 
location is admirably situated for any 
strategic movement calculated to cut oil' 
tho British in Matabelehmd, Khama.! 



land and Bechuannland from any com- 
munication with Cupe Colony, and this, 
it is understood, will be done in the 
event of serious complications. The 
Boers would promptly occupy Mafeking 
from their camp near Lichtenburg, 
which is only a short distance fruiu the 
present British baseof operations for re- 
lief of Buluwayo. 

London, Ajiril 28 —The Mashonaland 
(.South Africa) agency here has received 
l,lie followiiiL' disjjatcli from Buluwayo, 
dated A|)ril 27: "A big engagement 
took ])lace this morning, but we defeated 
the enemy with great loss." 

The supplies of grain and forage now 
on the road arc ample for both tho relief 
colutini and for Buluwayo. tlou. Cecil 
Klioiles has arrived at J'hikelborii, and 
lie is well. An oflicer has telegia plied to 
the Chartered Company from G welo that 
everything has been looted and burned 
except Carnegie's place at ilo|)B Fount- 
ain. Five hundred of the rebels were 
killed in the Umguza battle. The Maxim 
gun flred 4,000 rounds and the Ilotch- 
kiss gUHj 150 shells. Tho victory was 
most decisive, and breaks up the rebels' 
circle in that direction. 

ButuwAYo, April 28. — Yesterday's 
fight was visible from the town and was 
tho most determined that has occurred. 
It caused great excitement. T)ie Mata- 
beles evidently intended to crush the 
whites and to attack the town. The 
whites were equally determined to bo 
ready for thoni. A body of 500 Mata- 
beles came within half a mile of the 
town and cut oil' some of the iiickeis, 
killing two. Maxim guns were placed 
upon the roofs of the buildings to play 
upon them. The lighting was deajier- 
ate, and the enemy retreated in disoriler, 
amid an incessant rille fire. The friendly 
Matabeles completed the rout of tho 
enemy with assegais and axes. Captain 
MacFarlane and Administrator Duncan, 
who assisted in the light, conit)liiiiciiled 
the troops, who were greeted with wild 
cheers and the singing of "God Save the 
titieen " while returning home. 

Pai.i-avk, April 28. — Earl Grey, Cupts. 
White and Starker and Gen. \Villough- 
hy started for Buluwayo to-night. Earl 
(irey, has had two long intervals with 
the friendly chief, Khama, through 
whose country tlie road from Mafeking 
to Buluwayo runs. Reports from per- 
sons leaving Buluwayo should be sus- 
jiected, as the position is exaggerated to 
justify their de|)artiire. Karl (.irey's ar- 
rival in Buluwayo will restore con- 
fidence.

MANITOBA IS NOT "GRITTY" 

And at the General Elections Will Not 
Sacrifice Her General Interests to 
Scctlon.'il I'reiercnces. 

Mr. .AndriMv K(diy, Hour and oatmeal 
miller of Brandon, .Manitoba, who leaves 
for Ibiu'i! to-dav alter several weeks' 
spent on busiiiesH in liritisb Columbia, 
told the Coi.oxisr yest(n-day that tbe re- 
turn of Hugh ,101111 .Macdonald to public 
life will mean a total eclipse for the 
notorious Mr. .Iiisepli Miirlin so far as 
the represeiilatioii of Winnipeg is con 
cerned. Brandon is in what was at the 
last general election the constituency of 
Selkirk, which Hon. T. M. Daly has 
represented in the Commons since 1887. 
He was opimsed in 1891 by Mr. Martin; 
who billed dl election by several hun- 
dred votes, but was more fortunate at 
the bye-election held in Winnipeg a 
coujile of yiiars later in conseiineiuie of 
tbo resignation of Hugh .lolin Mac- 
donald. In 11 contest between the two, 
however, Mr. Kelly thinks Hugh John 
would he a sure winner. 

In Mr. Kelly's opinion the remedial 
bill will not be the determining factor 
in Manitoba at the coining ehictions for 
the House of Coinnions, and if the ver- 
dict of the electors is rendered upon the 
general policy of the government, he ex- 
jiects that the Liharal-ConBervatives 
will carry all the six seats which Mani- 
toba will have in the new House in place 
of five in the present. Speaking for 
Brandon particularly, as he has been 
president ol the I,.iberal-Oonservative 
Association there, Mr. Kidly says that 
that constituency will certainly haiul- 
Boniely support Hon. Mr. Daly should 
he ugain be a candidate.

Svu.NKv, April 28. — Sir Henry Parkes, 

for many years Premier of New South 
Wales, is dead. 

Sir Henry I'arkes had reached his 
eighty-first year, having been horn in 
Warwickshire, England, in 1815. He 
went to New South Wales in 1839, fol- 
lowing at Sydney for several years the 
trade of a mechanic which he had learn- 
ed at home, and gradually working his 
way forward until in 1818 he was founil 
taking an active part in political all'airs; 
soon afterwards establishing the 
Linpire, a daily newspajier that he con- 
ducted for seven years, during which 
period, in ISol, he Iirst entered 
public life, as a member for 
Sydney in the legislative council 
of the colony. It was not until 186G, 
however, that he was appointed to otKce 
in the government, then becoming Co- 
lonial Secretary in the second .Martin 
ministry, which ^vont out of oflice in 
1808, a month after Mr. I'arkes had 
resigned to accept the newly created jio- 
sition of Presidentof the Council of lidn- 
cation, which he held for two years. In 
1872 he first became Premier. Govern- 
ments in New South Wales are short- 
lived, and the first Parkes ministry lasted 
less than three years. On four subse- 
quent occasions he was the head of gov- 
ernments, whose terms of oflice \vere 
respectively: March, 1877, to Aug- 
ust same year; December, 1878, to.lanu- 
ary, 188;^); .fanuarv, 1.S87, to Januarv, 
18Si|; and .Mandi, 188U, to October, LSiU. 
Flight other miiiistrie,'], under livi! other 
priuiiiers, had held oflice between his 
first and liia last; but while otlierleadera 
rose and vanished from the public eye 
Mr. Parkes became as the years went on 
a more and more prominent figure. He 
was, from his earliest appearance in 
public life until the end, an earnest 
advocate of tbe federation of the .Aus- 
tralian colonies, and of the ICmiiire— 
neither of these projects being brought 
to auccesaful issue, but the larger gain- 
ing for the colonial statesman a popu- 
larity with the liritisb jiiiblic akin to 
that wbiidi his project of colonial union 
liad won for him throiigbont ,A nsliali;i, 
Mr. Parkes became a K. C. M. G. in 
1,S77, and in tlu! following year bad 
conferred ujion him by Her .Majesty 
tbe G rand Cross of tbat order. He was 
regarded as easily tlu: (iiremost of .Aus- 
tralian public iiieii during his long pub- 
lic career, and outside of the Colonies 
none was so widely known. Sir Henry 
having visited lOurope and America in 
1881 and on this coniiiient being publicly 
entertained in San Francisco, Boston, 
.New Yorlt and Washington. He was 
ibree limes married; his third wife, 
whom he married only a few years ago, 
surviving him , with an infant son the 
result of the union, while Sir Henry's 
eldest sfiii, Varney Parkes, is a grey- 
liaiied ineniber dt tbe .N'ew South Wales 
assembly. In his extreme old age his 
|idlitical fortune deserted him, and the 
last general elections took from Sir 
Henry even the seat in the opjiositidii 
which he had held since 18iU. 



. REPULSE OP INSURGENTS. 

Spanish Troops Landed Amid a Most Gall- 
ing Fire from the Shore. 

Hav.\n.\, April I'S. — Colonel Debois, 
with the Alfonso XII battalion, has been 
engaged at La Lagua, province of Pinar 
del Kio, with a numerous band of insur- 
gents under Antonio Maceo. The Span- 
iards repulsed the enemy with loss. The 
gdvernment troops lost a major, two 
cajitains and four soldiers. The troops 
pursued the enemy in conjunction with 
other columns of troops and Maceo re- 
treated toward Tapia. The column of 
troops under command of Colonel 
Valcarcel pushed on through Jap- 
iron to -La Chuza, where the troops 
found the insurgents. An engagement 
followed and the enemy lost heavily 
111 rough the fire of tbe artillery. The 
colunins under Colonels Debois nnd 
A'illa then came up and the irgbting was 
continued. B\x soldiers were wounded 
and Col. Debois was carried wounded to 
Braniales. 

Tbegmiboata I'izarro and Alvarado, 
while cruising in the vicinity of Port 
Maravi, province of Santiago de Cuba, 
not far from Baracoa, intending to Innil 
some trooiis near that jiort, were re- 
ceived with lively discharges of musketry 
from the shore. The gunboats im- 
mediately opened fire on the insurgents, 
the troops were landed and the enemy 
compelled to retreat with heavy loss. 
The (ommander of the Pizarro, Lieut. 
Jnan Cervero, and three marines were 
seriously wounded, four marines slightly 
Wdiinded, one oflicer and four guerrillas 
seriously wounded, seven guerrillas 
slightly wounded and one killed. 

Despatches from Cienfuegos report 
several additional skirmiHlies with in- 
flurgeiits, during wliicli seven of the 
latter were killed and live Spanish 
Boldiera wounded. The insurgents have 



burned the machinery buildings of tbo 
plantation of Santa Barbaria and de- 
stroyed 2,200 tons of cane on the jdnnta- 
tion of Recreo, province of Matamsas.
